PROPERTY LOSS VERY HEAVY 


But Remoteness of Regions Affected 


Makes Accurate Estimates Impossi­ 


ble— Believed That More Than Thir 


ty Persons Have Been Killed and 


Over 
Fifty 
Others 
Injured— Vast 


Tracts of Timber Razed. 


Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 24.—Accord­ 
ing to latest advices received, meager 
because of the remoteness of the sec­ 
tion affected, more than a score of 
lives were lost and many other per 
sons were injured In a tornado which 
swept the* northwestern section of this 
state, completely demolishing several 
towns and razing vast tracts of tim­ 
ber. The section reported storm-swept 
Is removed from both telegraph and 
railroads, and, necessarily, details and 
confirmation of many of the reports 
are lacking. 
The tornado, approaching from the 
southwest, crossed the Arkansas river 
several miles south of the settlement 
of Piney and, proceeding In a north­ 
easterly direction, swept through the 
towns of London, Wallerville. Jethro, 
Ixidi, Lewisville, Paterson and Berry- 
ville, and outlying portions of Mulber­ 
ry, either completely wrecking or lay­ 
ing waste the larger part of these 
places 
and 
destroying 
timber 
and 
crops 
throughout 
the 
intermediate 
country. 
At Piney it Is stated that twelve 
persons were killed and a number in­ 
jured. 
Practically the entire settle­ 
ment was demolished. 
At London ten are reported to have 
lost their lives and considerable dam­ 
age was done to property. 
Waller­ 
ville and 
Jethro 
are reported 
de­ 
stroyed, several fatalities occurring In 
each place. 
In the vicinity of Mul­ 
berry, the death list Is placed at five. 
At Berryville one woman, Mrs. ,T. O. 
Hoskins, was seriously injured and 
save»*al oth< r persons sustained lesser 
Injuries. 
A path 100 yards wide was 
cut through the town, six buildings 
being completely wrecked and a num­ 
ber of others damaged, either being 
tom from their foundations or un­ 
roofed. Here the property loss is esti­ 
mated at about $20,000. From the out­ 
lying districts considerable damage 
to property is also reported, but no 
loss of life. 
At Ix)di three buildings were de- 
■troyed and one woman seriously in­ 
jured. 
Advices from 
Lewisville, 
in 
the 
western 
portion 
of 
Lafayette 
county, report the destruction of sev­ 
eral buildings at that place, and at 
Patmos considerable damage to prop­ 
erty, as well as injury to a number 
of persons. 
There 
were 
two 
tornadoes, 
one 
north

southbound, 
which swept over West Arkansas, de­ 
stroying many lives and much prop­ 
erty. 
All 
means of communication 
was destroyed and lndedfinite reports 
have as yet been received. 
From re­ 
ports received, at least thirty lives 
were lost. 
The property loss will 
reach hundreds of thousands of dol 
lars. 
One tornado started in the extreme 
southwestern part of the state and 
went north. 
The other started 
in 
the northwestern corner and went 
south.

NEARLY ENDED 


Murder Trial at Laporte Draw­ 


ing to a Close. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS VERY HEAVY 


Another Tornado Sweeps a Section of 
Arkansas. 
Fort Smith, Ark., Nov. 24.—From 
meager reports received here from a 
score of towns in Northeast Arkansas, 
twenty-five people were killed, fifty 
injured and a number missing in a 
tornado which swept through a sec­ 
tion of country two miles wide and 
seventy miles long. 
The force of the 
storm was greatest in the vicinity of 
Ozark, Ark., the small town of Cra­ 
vens, four miles west, being complete­ 
ly wiped out. 
Four people were killed 
and three fatally injured. 
The dead 
are Mr. and Mrs. John Rosin and two 
children. 
The injured are Dr. and Mrs. Hill, 
an aged couple, who were caught in 
the

and 
crushed. 
A grocery store in which several 
people had taken refuge, was blown 
to pieces and all the occupants were 
more or less inlured.

Laporte. Ind., Nov. 24.—The trial 
of Ray Lamphere for the murder of 
Mrs. Bella Gunness and her three chil­ 
dren is drawing to a close. 
Another 
day will sec the evidence all in, un­ 
less 
something 
unforseen 
happens. 
Dr. Walter S. Haines of Chicago will 
take the stand to testify as to the 
finding of strychnine and arsenic in 
the stomachs of Mrs. Gunness and two 
of the children and his testimony will 
end the presentation of evidence. 
As the case now’ stands the defense 
has introduced evidence to show’ that 
Mrs. Gunness was alive on July 9, 
more than two months after the fire 
in which the state contends she per­ 
ished. 
The defense has a^so offered 
evidence to show that the fire was 
set n before the hour alleged by the 
state that Lamphere left Mrs. Smith's 
residence, thereby laying ground for 
an alibi. 
Then, too, the defense has 
offered evidence to show that Mrs. 
Gunness was so harrassed by Lam­ 
phere, Helgelein and others that she 
committed suicide, after setting fire 
to the house herself. 
Lamphere, ac­ 
cording to statements of the defen­ 
dant’s attorneys, wdll not go on the 
stand. 
Neither will Mrs. Elizabeth 
Smith, the colored woman at whose 
house Lamphere spent the night, be 
used as a witness, according to pres­ 
ent plans. 
After finding that no person of the 
name signed to the letter received by 
Mayor Darrow from Chicago Sunday, 
wdth reference to the writer having 
accompanied Mrs. Gunness to Laporte 
on July 9, was registered at the hotel 
named in the letter, the attorneys for 
the defense gave up that clew.

Company Are Missing. 


New York, Nov. 24.— Uredlt for the 
creation of the Standard Oil trust, 
which counsel for the federal govern­ 
ment claim still exists as the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, was 
given by John D. Rockefelh r, as a 
witness under cross-examination 
in 
the federal suit to dissolve the Stand 
ard, to two men—Henry M. Flaglei 
and Samuel S. T. Todd. 
To th ese two 
m aster architects of the oil combine 
Mr. Rockefeller gave full credit, say­ 
ing that he was sure it was not him­ 
self, as he did not possess the ability 
for so progressive a move. 
Mr. Rockefeller spent an arduous 
day on the stand under the Incessant 
questioning of Frank B. Kellogg, the 
government counsel, and when ad­ 
journment for the day was taken he 
gave every evidence of delight that 
the day was done. 
Counsel hope soon 
to conclude Mr. Rockefeller's cross- 
examination and then to place John 
D. Archhold, vice president of the 
Standard, on the stand. 
Frank B. Kellogg, who with other 
government 
investigators 
has 
been 
endeavoring for over a year to locate 
the missing stock transfer hooks of 
the Standard Oil trust, sought through 
Mr. Rockefeller to find the missing 
♦rail to these books and Mr. Rocke­ 
feller promised to do w’hat he could 
to find them. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s ex­ 
amination carried him through the 
period of the Standard Oil trust and 
the years of its subsequent liquida­ 
tion, which lasted from 1992 to 1899. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s memory at times 
was not clear on the definite details 
of this trust liquidation period and he 
told counsel that he could not recall 
many of the Incidents and develop­ 
ments of that time. 
During the day 
Mr. Kellogg developed from Mr. Rocke­ 
feller that early in the industrial ex­ 
istence of the Standard the presidents 
of two railroad companies, together 
with several railroad directors, were 
stockholders in the oil combination. 
After adjournment Mr. Rockefeller 
told an inquiring audience of reporters 
that there w’ere better things in the 
world than making money and since 
1891 he had been gradually retiring 
from business. 
He added: 
"There 
is 
more 
important 
work 
than making money and there is much 
for me to do. 
I belong to the Broth­ 
erhood of Man." 


VALUABLE PAPERS MISSING 


Documents Relating to the Oil Trust 
Mysteriously Disappear. 
Cleveland, 
O., 
Nov. 
24.—County 
Clerk Charles P. Salen, subpoenaed to 
produce at the Standard Oil hearing 
in New York valuable papers wanted 
by Attorney Kellogg, has found that 
the documents have mysteriously dis­ 
appeared. 
Among the missing files are a dozen 
affidavits made by Standard Oil chiefs, 
including one by John D. Rockefeller] 
president, and others by Oliver H. 
Payne, then with the company, and 
the remainder by men who w’ere prom­ 
inent in the Standard Oil in the eigh­ 
ties, many of whom are still big fac­ 
tors in the oil company. 
A petition filed here in 1880 by 
which Standard Oil sought to "elimi­ 
n ate” William Schofield, a Cleveland 
refiner, is also gone. 
It is wanted by 
the prosecution in the government’s 
present case. 
To remove papers from public rec­ 
ords is an indictable offense under 
the Ohio statute, punishable by heavy 
penalty. 
Levi Meachem, as county clerk, cer­ 
tified to the presence of the papers in 
1892.

TORNADOES KILL 
SEVERAL PEOPLE 


Two Storms Claim Many Vic­ 
tims in Arkansas. 


PROPERTY LOSS VERY HEAVY 


people were Injured and several re­ 
ported missing. 
A telegram from Knoxville states 
th at the storm passed near Russell 
Ville and killed fifteen people and In 
Jured a score. 
This report cannot be 
confirmed. 


But Remoteness of Regions Affected

Tracts of Timber Razed. 


L ittle Rock, Ark., Not. 24.—Accord­ 
ing to latest advices received, meager 
because of the rem oteness of the sec­ 
tion affected, more than a score of 
lives were lost and m any other per­ 
sons were injured in a tornado which 
swept the northw estern section of this 
state, completely demolishing several 
tow ns and razing vast tracts of tim ­ 
ber. The section reported storm-swept 
is removed from both telegraph and 
railroads, and, necessarily, details and 
confirmation of m any of the reports 
are lacking. 
The tornado, approaching from the 
southwest, crossed th e Arkansas river 
several miles south of the settlem ent 
of Piney and, proceeding In a north­ 
easterly direction, sw ept through the 
tow ns of London, W allerville, Jethro, 
Lodi, I-ewisville, Paterson and Berry­ 
ville, and outlying portions of Mulber­ 
ry, either completely wrecking or lay­ 
ing w aste the larger part of these 
places and 
destroying 
tim ber and 
crops 
throughout 
th e 
Intermediate 
country. 
At Piney It Is stated that twelve 
persons were killed and a number In­ 
jured. 
Practically th e entire settle­ 
m ent was demolished. 
At London ten are reported to have 
lost their lives and considerable dam­ 
age was done to property. 
W aller­ 
ville and 
Jethro 
are reported de­ 
stroyed, several fatalities occurring in 
each place. 
In the vicinity of Mul­ 
berry, the death list Is placed at five. 
At Berryville one woman, Mrs. J. O. 
Hoskins, was seriously injured and 
several other persons sustained lesser 
Injuries. 
A path IOO yards wide was 
cut through the town, six buildings 
being completely wrecked and a num­ 
b er of others damaged, either being 
tom from their foundations or un­ 
roofed. Here the property loss is esti­ 
m ated at about $25,000. From the out­ 
lying districts considerable damage 
to property is also reported, but no 
loss of life. 
At Lodi three buildings were de­ 
stroyed and one woman seriously In­ 
jured. 
Advices from

county, report the destruction of sev­ 
eral buildings at th a t place, and at 
Patm os considerable dam age to prop­ 
erty, as well as injury to a number 
of persons. 
T here 
were tw o

which swept over W est Arkansas, de­ 
stroying many lives and much prop­ 
erty. 
All means of communication 
was destroyed and lndedfinite reports 
have as yet been received.

ports received, a t least thirty lives 
w ere lost.

LOSS OF LIFE IS VERY HEAVY 


Another Tornado Sweeps a Section of

F o rt Smith, Ark., Nov. 24.—From 
m eager reports received here from a 
score of towns in N ortheast Arkansas, 
twenty-five people w ere killed, fifty 
injured and a num ber missing in a 
tornado which sw ept through a sec­ 
tion of country two m iles wide and 
seventy miles long. 
T he force of the 
storm was greatest in the vicinity of 
Ozark, Ark., the sm all town of Cra­ 
vens, four miles west, being complete­ 
ly wiped out.

LAMPHERE GASE

dren is drawing to a close.

Dr. W alter S. Haines of Chicago will 
take the stand to testify as to the 
finding of strychnine and arsenic in 
the stom achs of Mrs. Gunness and two 
of th e children and his testim ony will 
end the presentation of evidence. 
As the case now stands the defense 
has introduced evidence to show that 
Mrs. Gunness was alive on July 9, 
m ore than two months after the fire 
in which the state contends she per­ 
ished. 
The defense has aj^o offered 
evidence to show that the fire was 
seen before the hour alleged by the 
state that Lamphere left Mrs. Sm ith’s 
residence, thereby laying ground for 
an alibi. 
Then, too, the defense has 
offered evidence to show that Mrs. 
Gunness was so harrassed by Lam­ 
phere, Helgelein and others th at she 
com m itted suicide, after setting fire 
to the house herself. 
Lam phere, ac­ 
cording to statem ents of the defen­ 
dant’s attorneys, will not go on the 
stand. 
N either will Mrs. Elizabeth 
Smith, the colored woman at whose 
house Lamphere spent the night, be 
used as a witness, according to pres­ 
ent plans. 
A fter finding that no person of the 
nam e signed to the letter received by 
Mayor Darrow from Chicago Sunday, 
w ith reference to the w riter having 
accompanied Mrs. Gunness to Laporte 
on July 9, was registered at the hotel 
nam ed in the letter, the attorneys for 
the defense gave up that clew.

ARCHITECTS OF 
THE J I TRUST 


Rockefeller Says They Were 
Flagler and Todd. 


HEAD OF COMBINE Ie MODEST 


Baya He Did Not Possesa the Ability 


to Organize the Standard Oil Com­ 


pany— Cannot Recall Many of the 


Incidents 
of 
Trust 
Liquidation. 


Stock Transfer Books of the Oil 


Company Are Missing. 


New York, Nov. 24.—Credit for the 
creation of the Standard Oil trust, 
which counsel for the federal govern­ 
m ent claim still exists as the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, was 
given by John D. Rockefeller, aa a 
w itness under cross-examination in 
the federal suit to dissolve the Stand 
ard, to two men—H enry M. Flagler 
and Samuel S. T. Todd. 
To these two 
m aster architects of the oil combine 
Mr. Rockefeller gave full credit, say­ 
ing that he was sure it was not him­ 
self, as he did not possess the ability 
for so progressive a move. 
Mr. Rockefeller spent an arduous 
day on the stand under the incessant 
questioning of Frank B. Kellogg, the 
governm ent counsel, and when ad­ 
journm ent for the day was taken he 
gave every evidence of delight that 
the day was done. 
Counsel hope soon 
to conclude Mr. Rockefeller’s cross- 
exam ination and then to place John 
D. Archbold, vice president of the 
Standard, on the stand. 
Frank B. Kellogg, who with other 
governm ent investigators has been 
endeavoring for over a year to locate 
the m issing stock transfer books of 
the Standard Oil trust, sought through 
Mr. Rockefeller to find the missing 
trail to these books and Mr. Rocke­ 
feller promised to do w hat he could 
to find them. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s a** 
amination carried him through the 
period of the Standard Oil tru st and 
the years of Its subsequent liquida­ 
tion, which lasted from 1992 to 1899. 
Mr. Rockefeller’s memory at times 
was not clear on the definite details 
.of this trust liquidation period and he 
told counsel that he could not recall 
many of the incidents and develop­ 
m ents of th at time. 
During the day 
Mr. Kellogg developed from Mr. Rocke­ 
feller th at early in the industrial ex­ 
istence of the Standard the presidents 
of two railroad companies, together 
with several railroad directors, were 
stockholders In the oil combination. 
A fter adjournm ent Mr. Rockefeller 
told an inquiring audience of reporters 
th at there were b etter things In the 
world than making money and since 
1891 he had been gradually retiring 
from business. 
He added: 
“There 
is 
more Im portant work 
than making money and there is much 
for me to do. 
I belong to the Broth­ 
erhood of Man.” 


VALUABLE PAPERS MISSING 


Documents Relating to the Oil Trust 
Mysteriously Disappear. 
Cleveland, 
O., 
Nov. 
24.—County 
Clerk Charles P. Salen, subpoenaed to 
produce at the Standard Oil hearing 
in New York valuable papers wanted 
by Attorney Kellogg, has found that 
the documents have m ysteriously dis­ 
appeared. 
Among the missing files are a dozen 
affidavits made by Standard Oil chiefs, 
including one by John D. Rockefeller, 
president, and others by Oliver H. 
Payne, then with the company, and 
the rem ainder by men who were prom­ 
inent in the Standard Oil in the eigh­ 
ties, many of whom are still big fac­ 
tors in the oil company. 
A petition filed here in 1880 by 
which Standard Oil sought to “elimi­ 
n ate” William Schofield, a Cleveland 
refiner, is also gone. 
It is wanted by 
the prosecution in the governm ent’s 
present case. 
To remove papers from public rec­ 
ords is an Indictable offense under 
the Ohio statute, punishable by heavy 
penalty. 
Levi Meachem, as county clerk, cer­ 
tified to the presence of the papers in 
1892.
